Solon Fears 
All Joint 
Sessions

WASHINGTON (AP)—A House 


document noted today that at 
joint sessions of Congress "one 
lunatic with a hand grenade could 
plunge our nation into chaos." 


That observation was made by 


Rep. Charles S. Joelson, D-N.J., 
a member of the Appropriations 
Committee, and was made public 
by the commitee in its printed 
reported accompanying the annu- 
al legislative money bill. 


"I get very nervous" at such 


sessions, Joelson commented. 


He referred to the customary 


presence at joint sessions of "the 
entire chain of succession" to the 
presidency. 


At each annual joint session 


when the President 'delivers his 
State of the Union message, the 
House chamber audience includes 
the vice president, the speaker of 
the House, the president pro tern- 
pore of the Senate and most cab- 
inet officers. They constitute the 
entire line of succession. 


The vice president and the 


speaker sit directly behind the 
President, while the cabinet mem- 
bers sit nearby in front of him. 
They arc in "pretty close prox- 
imity," commented Rep. Walt Ko- 
ran, R-Wash. 


"You may have noticed that sel- 


dom, if ever, do, all of the cabinet 
members show up for joint ses- 
sions. At least o"he of'them usual- 
ly stays downtown. Perhaps they 
have thought about this possibili- 
ty," said a House official who de- 
clined use of his name. 


Joelson's fears were prompted, 


he said, by the fact that on March 
1, 1954, a band of Puerto Rican 
fanatics seated in the House gal- 
lery fired a volley of bullets into 
the House chamber and wounded 
five members. 


Since then, no one is allowed in 


the galleries without an admis- 
sion card, usually furnished by 
members. Groups of tourists who 
pay a quarter each for an offi 
daily guided tour don't need ad 
mission cards, which are easy to 
obtain.

Next Week 
Likely to 
Be Dramatic

WASHINGTON 
(AP) — Next 


week—starting Monday—will 
be 


memorable in the history of civil 
rights in the United States. It 
could turn into a violent and dra- 
matic week. 


Alabama's Gov. George C. Wal- 


lace seems to think he can keep 
his state the way it, is indefinitely: 
the only Southern state which 
doesn't have at least one Negio 
in its public schools. 


• On Monday he will try to make 
good,, or so he says, on his prom- 
ise to keep Negroes out of the 
University of Alabama. If lie tries, 
he will be defying a federal court 
order to admit the Negroes. 


The Kennedy administration has 


asked a federal district judge in 
Birmingham to issue an injunction 
against any interference by Wal- 
lace. The judge will give his deci- 
sion on that Wednesday. 


If 
Wallace's defiance causes 


trouble—he says he doesn't want. 
any although the best way tu 
avoid it is to comply with the 
court order—President Kennedy 
has troops in Alabama. 


They can be used to back up 


the court order and suppress vio- 
lence. 


In taking this course Wallace 


has chosen to ignore the history 
of Mississippi's Gov. Ross Barnett 
who last year attempted to keep 
a Negro, James H. Meredith, out 
of the University of Mississippi 
in. defiance of a court order. 


Kennedy swept him aside with 


troops and marshals but not until 
there was a riot and two men 
were killed. 


On Monday—or, if not Monday, 


then some day next week—Ken- 
nedy 
will send 
Congress 
civil 


rights bills upon which the Justice 
Department, headed by his broth- 
er, Atty. Gen. Robert P. Kennedy, 
has worked for days. 


Since they couldn't be passed 


this week, even if delivered to 
Congress this week, they wouldn't 
have any effect on Wallace, psy- 
chological 
or 
otherwise. 
Next 


week is a different story. 


If violence breaks out in Ala- 


bama as a result of Wallaces de- 
fiance, the impact and perhaps 
the persuasiveness of the bills if 
delivered then would be far great- 
er, even on Southern Democrats. 


Nevertheless, 
they won't get 


through Congress without a fight 
by the Southerners who can be 
expected 
to 
filibuster against 


them, although perhaps not as 
wholeheartedly as in years past.

Bishop Giacomo Radini-Tedeschi 
of Bergamo, while simultaneously 
serving as a professor at the Dio- 
cesan seminary, did much to form 
the independent cast of mind that 
marked his papal reign. 


Pope Benedict XV called! Fath- 


er Roncalli to Rome in 1921 to 
reorganize the Italian Society for 
the Propagation of the Faith,, a 
nationwide mission-supporting ac- 
tivity that reached down to pa- 
rish level. Father Roncalli wrote 
a new constitution for the society. 
He was made a monsignor. 


Four years later Msgr. Roncalli 


became a titular bishop. That 
same year 
1925, Pope Pius XI 


sent him as .a Vatican diplomat 
to Sofia, Bulgaria. The job went 
so well that he was raised in five 
years from apostolic visitor in 
Bulgaria 
to apostolic delegate 


there. 


In 1935 he was made a titular 


archbishop and became apostolic 
delegate to Turkey and Greece. 


In recognitition of his diplo- 


matic skill he was appointed papal 
nuncio to France in December 
1944. It was a delicate post. Re- 
lations between France and the 
Vatican were strained. Many war- 
time French resistance leaders 
were angry because the previous 
nuncio had lived! in Vichy, capital 
of defeated France. 


Archbishop Roncalli mended the 


situation so swiftly that in three 
months France sent philosophei 
Jacques Maintain to the Vatican 
to resume normal diplomatic re 
lations.

Yankees Gain 
Loop Lead But 
Lose Mantle

Mickey Mantle's cast, stretches 


from his toes to his knee. And 
quite possibly to tiie heart of the 
New York Yankees. 


The blond belter, four-time home 


run champion and three-time Most 
Valuable Player, suffered a bro- 
ken bone in his left foot Wednes- 
day night as the Yankees whipped 
Baltimore 4-3 and regained the 
American League lead by .004 
points over the Orioles. 


Doctors estimate the injury—a 


fracture of the third metacarpal 
bone, a small bone running across 
the top of the foot—may keep the 
Yankee slugger out of the world 
champions' lineup for as long as 
six weeks. 


And while no player on the Yan- 


kees is indispensable, there is lit- 
tle doubt that the men in pinstripe 
arc a radically changed club with 
Mantle on crutches. That's been 
shown in the past when the $100,- 
000-a-year center fielder has been 
sidelined. 


The injury came as Mantle ran 


into the center-field fence—there 
is no warning track at Memorial 
Stadium—trying to catch a hornet- 
hit by the Orioles' Brooks Robin- 
son. His spikes became entangled 
in the wire fence as he backed 
up for the ball and his left foot 
twisted as he fell. 


While the Yankees were losing 


Mantle and beating Baltimore, the 
Chicago White Sox lost an oppor- 
tunity to take over first place. 
Needing a doubleheader sweep 
over the Los Angeles Angels the 
White Sox won the opener 3-0 but 
lost the nightcap 8-2. 


Elsewhere, Minnesota continued 


to move up by downing Kansas 
City 4-0 and Detroit edged Cleve- 
land 5-4. The Boston-Washington 
game was rained out. 


In the National League, the Chi- 


cago Cubs beat first-place San 
Francisco twice 9-5 and 5-4, Phil- 
adelphia blanked St. Louis 6-0, the 
Los Angeles Dodgers 
defeated 


Houston 5-1, Milwaukee outlasted 
the New York Mets 11-9 in 10 in- 
nings and Pittsburgh edged Cin- 
cinnati twice.
